Having  concentrated  my  nursery  from  scattered  plantings  I  am  also 
concentrating  on  the  more  generally  usable  plants  of  the  thousands  of  new 
or  rare  items  I  have  tested  during  the  past  15  years.  Most  of  these  flower 
perfectly  the  first  year,  a  point  constantly  brought  to  my  mind  by  customers 


who  call  at  my  nursery. 

A  new  sedum — Name  unobtainable,  but  it 
probably  belongs  to  the  album  group,  but 
is  dwarfer  than  dasphyllum  and  its  clear 
green  makes  it  look  like  a  1/3  size  sedum 
acre  minor.  Only  Vq  inch  high,  creeps  into 
a  dense  mat,  and  is  a  dark  green.  This  will 
fit  crevices  in  rockeries  nicer  than  any 
plant  I  know  of  and  in  general  is  quite  a 
“find."  Very  few  plants  available.  A  few 
potted  well  established  plants  at  $1.  Ap¬ 
parently  this  is  a  genuinely  new  and  good 
thing. 

Anemone  cylindrica  or  Candle  anemone — 

A  slow  creeper  by  deep  underground  stolons. 
About  a  foot  high  with  large  clear  green 
leaves,  and  inch  wide  ivory  white  upright 
flowers  during  a  long  period  in  June  and 
July,  for  sun  or  slight  shade.  A  good 
ground  covering  plant  that  seems  to  do 
well  anywhere,  as  I  have  tested  it  well. 
This  plant  came  from  Thibet  some  years 
ago,  although  it  occurs  in  America  in  places.

Achillea  nana — 2"  grey  leaved,  white  flow¬ 
ered  creeper,  feathery  leaved,  sun  and  ordi¬ 
nary  soil,  or  between  stepping  stones.  3  for

Arenaria  montana  or  Mountain  sandwort — 
Close  grey  tufts,  profusely  covered  with 
silvery  white  flowers  from  midsummer  on. 
Excellent  as  an  edging  plant  in  formal  gar¬ 
dens  and  for  rockeries  in  sunny  places. 
Flowers  resemble  1/2,/  white,  upturned  morn¬ 
ing  glories.  Very  satisfactory  doer.  8"  high.

Bellium  minutum — A  dainty  miniature 
that  throws  out  numerous  runners  and  so 
forms  a  wide  mat,  covered  in  summer  with 
perfect  shaped  y2"  white  daisies  on  1" 
stems.  Fine  for  sunny  niches  in  rockery.

Caryopteris  mongoliensis — Compact  grey 
leaved  shrubby  2'  perennial,  with  blue 
flowers  in  late  summer.  A  new  shrub  that 
roots  as  it  slowly  creeps,  a  very  fine  rockery 
and  bedding  plant.  Aromatic  scented  leaves, 
in  fact  it  is  like  a  sage-brush  with  blue 
flowers.  Likes  dry,  poor,  sunny  place. 
Blooms  first  year.  Good  cut  flower,  75c. 

Dianthus  “Alpwood" — Similar  to  the  clove 
pink  of  old-time  gardens,  and  as  pleasantly 
fragrant.  8",  blooms  midsummer  and 
autumn,  dark  pink  with  darker  eye,  1"  wide.

Dianthus  alpinus — Compact  ball  of  shiny 
green  foliage  three  inches  high  with  light 
pink  flowers  in  June  or  stems  1"  above  the 
foliage.

Draba  fladnizensis  or  Arctic  whitlowgrass 
— A  rock-plant  which  has  flat  masses  of  neat 
foliage,  with  white  flowers  in  spring;  fine 
neat  crevice  plant.  3  for  $1.00. 

Draba  repens — Very  small  leaved  fast 
creeper,  with  bright  yellow  flowers  in  spring. 
About  2”.  Blooms  before  last  snow  flies 
but  is  perfectly  hardy  as  sleet  and  freezes 
just  seem  to  prolong  the  bloom.

Physostegia  “Vivid"  —  Everyone  wants 
autumn  flowering  plants.  This  is  a  much 
freer,  1',  pinker  form  of  the  wild  Virginia 
false  dragon-head,  with  solid  masses  of 
bright  pink.  Tolerates  damp  places.  Ought 
to  be  in  clumps  for  best  effect.  25c,  10  for

Potentilla  fruticosa  purdomi — Pale  yellow 
flowers  in  the  spring  and  scattered  yellow 
flowers  all  summer,  very  fine,  2',  new,  very 
good  and  lasts  a  lifetime.  $1. 

Potentilla  verna  nana — Glossy  leaves  in 
3"  high  close  mats.  Yellow  flowers  in  sum¬ 
mer.  50c. 

Prunus  besseyi — Shrub  to  5'.  spreading 
wider,  absolutely  covered  with  white  flowers 
very  early  in  spring,  followed  by  black  cher¬ 
ries.  Leaves  have  a  pleasing  sheen.  Toler¬ 
ates  very  poor  soil.  Beautifully  colored 
autumn  foliage.  100  very  fine  bushy  plants.

Sedum  “Ellacombianum" — An  oval  leaved 
slow  creeper,  doing  well  on  poor  soil  in  sun, 
in  spring  leaves  are  a  cheerful  green  rosette, 
in  late  autumn  they  turn  a  brilliant  red, 
extremely  valuable,  flowers  yellow  in  July.
